1. Q.: Why do some soldiers ex-j 
perienre difficulties in the receipt j 
of mail when they first go over­ 
seas? 
A: During the early m onths of 
service abroad many soldiers are 
transferred through various re­ 
placement centers and other in ­ 
stallations before they 
are 
as - 1 
signed to a perm anent unit. These 
changes cannot be foreseen, of 
course, and mean th at each piece 
of mail for such individuals has 
to be checked against records of 
transfers, have the address cor­ 
rected, and then be forwarded. 
These delays usually cease after 
the soldier gets a perm anent a d ­ 
dress has notified his family and 
friends, and they commence to 
write directly to his new address.
